It is a little straii|,'>; ihut notwithstantl- 
ing the Chnatmna tcxta diaplayeil on the 
walUof our churches — espucially that one 
about " poaco on earth and good will lo- 
■wards men," — that thu first break in theae 
Christian sentiiiionla in the now year, as 
regards the atiaira of tlio provinou, has 
boon caused by a bishop. Who vvould 
have thouglit it ? A well meaning but 
meddlesome society in England lioaring 
that a good prnctical mission work among 
the ludiana had been conducted for years 
by Mr. Dunoan with the best roaults, 
thoaght that matters had advaiu'i-d to 
that stage when the epiritiial guidance of 
the natives was no longer safe in the 
hands of a layman. So they sent out to 
Metlakahtla a full fledgud bialKjp villi, 
for anything known to the contrary, real 
lawn sleeves, and an Episcopal croaior 
folded up in his trunk. Now a liishop 
may be a very tine man, personally, and 
hia otfice an excellent one in itself, when 
exorcised in a proper and congenial fit-M , 
but a bishop in the wrong place beeouKv, 
aa we have seen, an awful complication, 
especially when he indiscruetly aasuiuui a 
spiritual authority which can only rest 
upon the willing snbrniasion to it of those 
intereslod. Bishop Ridley seeuia to havo 
been guilty of this iiulisoretimi. It was 
scarcely likely that Mr. Duncan after years 
of hard labor should consent tn havu a 
work taken out of iiia hands just at thu 
moment it coniraenced to boar good fruit, 
and liad ho oven been willing, from' the 
eircuiustances of the caao, thu result 
would probably have been a failure. Had 
his authority lieen divided it would havo 
been destroyed, and if delivered into less 
practical and experienced hands the work 
would liavo perished. 

TUo bishop's residence at ]|k[etla- 
kathla, as is well known, has been the 
cause of conaidorablu dissension in the 
mission, whicli haa now euluiinated in a 
difliculty about some workshops between 
the bishop and the Indians, and the re 
suit appears to liave been an a]ipeal to 
Mr. Heaven by the bishop. 13ut if the 
benevolent flooioty in England, with mis- 
taken solicitude, havo aimed a spiritual 
torpedo at our peace, that is no reason 
why the government here sliould commit 
another blunder by sending an armed 
foreign vessel, with tho risk of cruating 
unknown complicationa, while as yut 
thore appears no evidence that there is 
anything to settle beyond a matter within 
the jurisdiction of tlie civil courts. Tn 
dian atfairi are, moreover, within liic 
jurisdiction of tho Dominion goven. ■oeiil, 
and it is they alone who ought to act in 
tho matter. While acknowledging the 
prompt courtesy of tho American au- 
thorities in this instance, tho sending of 
a vessel to Metlakahtla bearing a foreign 
flag is at onco unnecessary and imp ditic. 
It will bo probably the lirst time thu In- 
diana will have seen such a vessel on such 
an errand, and it is to be hoped it will 
be the last. If 'Mr. Ucavcu had caused 
proper representations to be made to tho 
Imperial government on this subject, as 
ho ought to have done years ago, tlie pro- 
vince would uot now h.ivc been without 
a-firitish naval vessel to represent Brit- 
ish authority' in British waters. 

PROVINCIAL lilOH TS. 

Tho public have probably heard the 
last of the E>iquimalt petition, although 
Mr. llott still asserts he has an (i|ipeal 
to Ottawa. Tho law says No; but havo 
not Beaven & Co. held office in delianoo 
of law for six mnnlhsi And havo tliey 
not begtin to imagine that they are more 
powerful than any law that was ever 
framed? In the matter that was decided 
on Thursday it was contended on behalf 
of the attorney general that tho Doinin. 
ion had the riL;ht to interfere in pros'in- 
cial election!;; but tiie unanimous r>;)iiiion 
of the bench was that tho power began 
and ended within tho province antl that 
there was absiiluloly no ajipeal fmni Mr. 
Justice Gray's decision . If the Duiiiin- 
ion were to encroacli mi [jrovincial rights, 
said the Chief Justice, it would bo the 
duty of the supreme court to resist that 
encroachment. This view was concurreil 
in by his brother judges and the ca.so waa 
dismissed. It Hcems strange that the 
proposition to betray the cmistiiii tiimal 
rights of tho province to tho Doniiiiioii 
should have como from tho provincial 
government. The members of the minis- 
try are there to protect, not to barter, 
the interests of the province; and the su- 
preme court furnishes a wholesome chock 
on tho troachcroua designs of Bi»aven, 
Hett & Co.

THEOUGII TO YALE. 

We shall havo something to say to-mor- 
row on this important subject. The c.ipy 
of the memorial that is published this 
morning emanated from eleven difinttr 
tsUd citizens who had no other ohjvct 
in view than to assuio tho safety of their 
follow-citizons. 'j his memorial was the 
mainspring of the action of the Dominion 
in prohibiting the navigation of tho gulf 
by sternwheel boats. It is a pity that the 
document was accepted as Gospel at Ot- 
tawa before strict inquiry had been made 
into a complaint which aimed at render- 
ing worse than useless a largo amount of 
valuable property and seriously crippling 
the trade of the chief commercial port 
of tho province. Tlio effort made to 
prove that tlio gulf is dangerous naviga- 
tion is a libel on tho magnificent land- 
locked waterway — tho grand natural ca- 
nal through which communication is had 
with the mainland. After an experience of 
twenty-five years, during which ))eriod 
the waters havo bron traversed at all sea- 
sons and by every description of craft — 
from a Chinook caijoo to a huge ni:in-of 
war—not a single mislia)) ha.s occurred. 
Tho board of trade should strangle this 
monstrous libel in its infancy and tlio 
people in public meeting should bury it 
out of sisht. 



CONTEMrr OF COURT. 

Elsewhere wili be found a report of 
proceedings before tho full bench of the 
Supremo Court. The proceeding.^ are of 
a very unusual character in tliis or any 
other Briti.fh province. The publisher of 
a newspaper — and that newapaper the 
paid mouthpiece of this government— is 
charged witl; publishing an article from 
an anonymous corro.spcjndent which ro- 
ilectB most injui inu.sly on a member of 
the Bench. The attack li.i.i had no ]iar- 
allel since four years ago, when a ineuiber 
for Cariboo rose in his place in the house 
ahd'ohargod that a judge of tho Supreme 
Court had accepted a bribe I In that case 
the ofTender sjioko behind the privileges 
of tho houao. In tho present case tho 
offender, fortunately, can be reached. 
.The Judges have made a rule for the ap-

I That her draft of water is only 

about from 24 to 36 inclie.i, and her 

rudder can Iiavo very little hold on 
I the water in any muall seaway. 

That her propi'liing power is f ir too 
j limited for the iraile she is cngagi'd in, 
, consisting as it docs of only two "JO 

inch cylinders with a live feet 

stroke. 

That she is not ceiled inside atid her 

fastenings are altogether out of proijor 
lion and too Ktnall. 

I'hat the fore and aft liuil; hefe 's are 
about 1^' inches thick, made of 
tongucd and grooved lioarding, M bicb, 
when dried and shrunk by the heat of 
tho boiler, will bn of no use whatr-vcr, 
and can neither be caulked or wedgeii, 
as they are only put together with 
.small nails. 

That her low(-r liouse i.s 9 feet high, 
I and ext-iaids the whole leuL'tii vi lli" 
j boat, with tho exception of uliout tliir- 
j tv feet t"or a forecastle ; tie"! main sa- 
loon oil the lop of the above raentioiieil 
I house is seven feet high, extending; the 
j whole length of thu Upper dock, except 
I about 10 feet aft, .md along the whole 
length of the top main aaloon thoro is a 
skylight about three; feet high and .Thrive 
all is the pilot-house, making over thirty 
feet out of the v.ater, and to sustain all 
this frame and enormous housework only 
about two feet six inches of the said 
steamer are under water. Her lower 
house is tho same width aa her hull, vi.: 
33 feet six inches. 

That tho steam pipes and connections 
arc all fastened to boiler deck beams, and 
the least working of the hull or liouso- 
work would break soma pipes or eoniiec- 
tions and tho steanier would beconia iiii 
manageable and entirely at thu mercy of 
the wind and waves; altogether her liull 
is too fragile to withstand tho weather 
to bo freiiuently encountered in criissing 
tho Gulf of Georgia. 

That owing to her enovmcus house- 
work it is impossible to work sails to ad- 
vant.ige; in fact we believe there ia no 
provision made for masts or sails, and 
therefore in tho event of meeting with an 
accident on tho 0|)on gulf or rough weath- 
er tho lives of any passenger.^ on board 
would be seriously eiidangoved. 

If steamers of this cl.ass are allowed to 
run across tho gulf, Bteanicrs of u more 
substantial class such as the Western 
Slojio will not bo built; for as you well 
know, it is a great object in building the 
river atcanicrs to have them as slight and 
light as po.saiblu, so as to increase their 
freight carrying capacity. 

We would suggest that no steamer of 
tho aforementioned dimensiions should re- 
ceive a certiUcato to engage in iho through 
trade unless wt-ll and Bubstantiy.lly built, 
as for instance: slio should have a fianie 
of not less tli;iii 12 ."c 9 inches, not more 
than IG inches from conlro to centre, nor 
loss than 8 or 10 inches dead raise, with 
a guod round bilge, and a good long 
on each timber to give a good lap on floor 
and side timbers, and strongly bolted to- 
gether wit h j or J inch iron well clinched, 
^be sliould not have less than 14 or 15 
feet depth of hold, unless she has circu- 
lar arches and should be strongly coiled 
inside, at least down to the bilge. 

Sho should also be supplied with good 
and strong masts and at least with a fore- 
sail, mainsail ami jib. 

W'a havo no doubt that great pressure 
will bo brought to bear upon you to in- 
duce you to grant a certificate to enable 
tho steamer to riiu upon tho through 
route, especially from a largo number of 
the public who are not aware of tho dan- 
gers incurred by a boat of this class run- 
ning tlio gulf. 

NVe bring these matters now offici.%Ily 
to your notice and feelsuro that you will 
not allow any private interosta to iiitlu- 
onco you in granting a certificate to any 
bteanior to engage in the through traffic 
that ia not in every way Stteu for the 
lervice.

The Kt. Rev. E^hvard White Ben- 
son, i*. ijeems, is to be the iiiiiety-tliirJ 
occup.niit of the tieo of Canterbury, 
reckoning- from the first arrival of St. 
Augustine, and the twenty fourth in 
succp.ssiion from the first !irchbi''hop, 
Jiatthow Piirkrr. According to .Sir 
(Harris Nicholas, "The arclibibhop is 
accounted primate and metropolitan of 
all Engianti, and is tbe first peer in 
tho renliu, having precedence of ail 
duke.s not of the blood royal, unci of 
all the great officers of the statu. Ho 
i.s styled 'Hi.s (Jraoe,' iiiid ho .styles 
himself oflicially Arciibishop of Canter- 
bury diviiia providtntia, whereas the 
prelates in hia province are styled bisli 
ops divina pennlssioiie. At coroiia- 
tioua it is his tluty and privilege to 
place the crown upon the sovereign's 
lieud ; and, wherfviir thi? court may bp, 
the King and Qu'^cn are the proper 
domestic pariah ioiiera of the arcliisliop. 
Tiiu Bishop of London ii« accounted 
his provincial dean, tbe Bi.Hhopof Win 
cheater his Hub-deaii, the Rialio[> of 
Lincoln his chancellor, and tlio Bishop 
of Rochester his eliaplaia." It tnav be 
added, on the same authority, that tho 
uee of Caiilerbury has given lo the 
church no less than eighteen .saints ; 
to the Church of Uooie nine cardinals, 
and to tbe civil state of England 
twelve lord chaiicollors, four lord 
treasurers and one chief justice. 1
